REPORT OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


We are glad to repeat the statement made in the 
report last year that it is the good fortune of the town 
to retain the services of Mrs. Edna A. H. Paul, the 
librarian, who combines deep and genuine interest in 
her work with marked efficiency in its performance. 
The library continues to be much used by the towns- 
people to their pleasure and profit, and we consider 
that it furnishes real help and inspiration to our young 
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people who are students at institutions in neighboring 
towns as well as to our school children at home. We 
shall soon have an especially valuable addition to its 
reference books in the new edition of the Encyclopedia 
Britannica, which has already been ordered. 

We have made a careful examination of the expendi- 
tures chargeable to the Brodhead fund in the town re- 
ports commencing with 1903 and we respectfully sub- 
mit the following statement of our findings: |

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board of Newfields: 


I have the pleasure of submitting to you my second 
annual report: 


THE SCHOOLS. 


On taking up the work in September, 1915, I found 
that the primary school consisted of five grades and 
forty-seven pupils, while the grammar school had the 
three upper grades with only twenty-three pupils. It 
seemed to me that there should be a more even divi- 
sion of the burden. Besides, it is essential that the 
fundamentals be thoroughly taught. This means that 
the primary classes must have ample time, as most of 
the real work of the lowest grades has to be done with 
the teacher. In April the fifth grade was transferred 
to the upper school. The change has worked well in 
every way. 

In my report of last year I referred to the subject of 
school manners. A still further gain has been made in 
this important direction. It is hoped that this improve- 
ment may be marked enough to react on the general 
bearing of the children on the streets and elsewhere. 
Noise, as the result of wholesome play or an exuber- 
ance of youthful spirits, is wholly desirable. Noise, 
merely as a means of disturbing the community, may 
become a public nuisance and should be discouraged. 

- In Massachusetts the state law gives the teacher ab- 
solute control over the children on their way to and 
from school. She is responsible for their conduct. In 
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this state, the responsibility is divided between the 
parent and the teacher. Divided responsibility always 
means a chance for unsatisfactory results. The only 
remedy is greater co-operation on the part of home and 
school. We must work together in this and in all other 
matters or we shall not prepare our children for ser- 
vice to the community and to the state. 


THE GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


Miss Mary Pollard is repeating her success of last 
year in this school. The organization is ideal. By 
being allowed to move about almost at will, the chil- 
dren are learning a great lesson in self-control and also 
in social adjustment. The work that is being done is 
of an unusually high order. So long as the pupils 
appreciate their freedom and use it wisely, I shall ap- 
prove what might be termed the workshop plan of man- 
agement. Only a strong teacher could have under- 
taken this interesting experiment. 


THE PRIMARY SCHOOL. 


At the end of her third year of earnest, faithful ser- 
vice, Mrs. Gleason resigned to accept a position in Lan- 
caster, N. H. Her friends in Newfields will be glad to 
know that all reports from the north country indicate 
her success and happiness in her work. 


We were fortunate in securing Miss Marianna Scam- 
mon of Exeter to fill the vacancy caused by Mrs. Glea- 
son’s withdrawal. Miss Scammon is a graduate of the 
Wheelock Training School, Boston. It would have been 
difficult to find a teacher better suited to the needs of 
this school. Her quiet dignity has already produced a 
marked effect upon the general atmosphere of the 
room. Her first year’s experience gives promise of 
excellent teaching power as well as firm control. 
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SCHOOL AGE. 


The best practice in this state and elsewhere is to fix 
the minimum school age at six years, with a margin of 
perhaps one or two months. Last September five chil- 
dren five years old entered the primary school. In my 
judgment it would have been better for them, as well 
as for the school, if they had entered a year later. 
Children barely five years of age are almost sure to be 
obliged to repeat the year or to be promoted when they 
are not ready to do second grade work. The brilliant 
child may prove an exception, but with greater matur- 
ity he will go on all the more rapidly when he does go 
to school and come out better in the end. Statistics 
show that in school systems in which children are not 
admitted until the age of six, a greater percentage of 
pupils succeed in completing the work of the elemen- 
tary grades. 

Repeating the year is bad for the child and an un- 
justifiable waste of school time and, consequently, of 
public money. I recommend that the minimum school 
age be raised to six years. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


In accordance with the vote of the district at its last 
annual meeting, the board appointed Dr. Wm. B. Ken- 
niston of Exeter school physician. The following is a 
summary of his report:

A second examination will be made before the end of 
the school year in order to ascertain how many of the 
cases have been treated. We shall have to depend in 
large measure upon the teachers to look after the fol- 
low-up work without which medical inspection loses 
much of its value. In some cases we shall probably 
have to exclude children from school for a brief time, 
unless the defects are remedied. ; 


IN CONCLUSION. 


To me the year has been most satisfactory. Much 
of the credit is due to your unhesitating support of all 
that has been undertaken. Individually and as a Board 
you have all given me encouragement and help. Iam 
especially indebted to your chairman, Mrs. Patridge, 
for much valuable information and advice. She de- 
serves the thanks of the district for her work with the 
schools during her term of service. 

While I have no regular office hours in Newfields, I 
wish that parents and others interested would arrange 
by telephone or by letter to see me at the schoolhouse 
during any of my visits. Only by our hearty co-opera- 
tion can we hope to attain the best results.
